Ills biographer, Mr. Lowe, te'lls th.it 


during the progress of tho Crimean w.ir 
"Captain WoKeley was wounded sev,-n ly j 
on Aug. 30, and slightly ou April U) ,iu,l 
June". On l('eb. 15 his co.lt was pierced 
by a ball; on Apul 10 a round shot struck 
the embrasure) at which he \v,is working, 
and his trouseib were cut; and on June? 
a ball passed through his forage cap from 
the peak to the back, knocking it ott his 
head. 


"It may be said without exaggeration 


that he bore a charmed life, for at the ter- 
mination of the siege, of three messes of 
four members each, he was the only re 
mainiug officer in the Crimea, all the 
others having been killed or forced to leave 
through wounds." 


It was not without truth that his fellow 


officers regarded him as possessing more 
lives than even the pioverbial cat 
But these hairhieadth escapes from death 


were trivial compared to some of Lord 
Wolseley's other experiences. 
Outside 


Sebastopol he was giving orders to two 
sappers in the tienches, when "suddenly a 
round shot took off one man's head and 
drove his jawbone into the other mun's 
f.ice, to which it adhered, bespattering the 
party with blood." Aug. 30 was a bloody 
diiy in the tienches. 


A sortie by the Russians, successful for 


the moment, made it important that the 
gap opened by the attack should here- 
paired. W'olseley and two sappers began 
the work of repair, but their labor WAS 
stopped by the appearance of a round bhot, 
which struck the gabion, "which was full 
of stones, and striking its contents with 
teriilic force, instantly killed the poor fel 
lows by his side, the head of one being 
taken olf, while the other was eli--eui- 
boweled."

Lord Wolseley bas him- 
self (old the story. He was leaeling the 
stoimmp; party against the MeteeMobuI 
in November, 18.77, whieh opened up the 
way into the Luc know residency, when 
Piivate Andrews, of his own company, 
"one of the very bravest private soldieis" 
he knew, fell wounded. 


Wolseley at once took thestricken man in 


his arms and made a rush for blielter, 
Befene reaching a friendly house, however, 
poor Andrews was again shot by a bullet 
intituled by a rebel Sepoy for his rescuer. 
Tho end of the mutiny saw Wolseley, at 
the .ige of twenty-six, a lieutenant colonel 
Ane.tperieme in China came after, to bei 
followed by his appointment in 1801 as 
Quartermaster general iu Canada. Years 
of quiet elapsed until the Red River expe- 
dition and tlie Ashantee war, when Wolse- 
ley became known among the natives 
ngamst whom he fought as "the general 


•do oevor stops." 
He came out of the Ashantee campaign 


a major general. 
A rest of flve years 


brought him to the wars iu Zululand, tho 
Egyptian campaign, Tel el Kebir and a 
peerage, anel, in 1884, the war in the Sou- 
dan, when he was only forty-eight hours 
too late to save General Gordon,—Million.

yet," wai the characteristic remark of the 
man whi'n regarded as a "dead uu" by the 
army doctor in the Crimea. Lord Wolse- 
ley's remarkable vitality helped him to 
pass with success through many such ex- 
perience' , and to impress his mark on the 
modern military history of Great Britain 
in a way unequaled by any other soldier 
since the great Wellington died. 


The career of the commander in chief of 


her majesty's forces in Ireland began in 
1853, when, as a young enthusiastic Irish 
lad, he . oined the army as ensign. He at 
once tost ed blood. He passed through the 
Burmese war, and then returned to En« 
land. 
J'ew have had Lord Wolseley's 


luck, and few his ill luck. While he has 
won moie victories than his fellows, so ha^ 
he been wounded of tener than most soldier-. 
in his position. His life has been one full 
of narrow escapes from death. 


His first experience was ugly enough in 


all conscience. Burmah wasthescene; ami 
here, while heading an attacking party 
young Wolseley saved himself from de 
strnction by falling into a pit. Then, in 
the second attempt, he and his fellow of 
ficer wei e each struck in the left thigh by 
lartreircn lineal balls.

Power in Iron Mining. 


The power used in iron ore mining in the 


United States is enormous. The official 
returns from the various mines report a 
total of more than l,100.steam boilers, with 
an aggregate of some 58,000 horsepower, 
and these boilers furnish steam to about 
1,100 steam engines, including air com- 
pressors, hoisting machinery, engines for 
dnving washers, crushers, etc., some of 
large bize. These engines, however, do cot 
iu most instances include the motive 
power for pumps, in a majority of cases 
the latter being rated independent of 
steam engines, as a locomotive would be. 
In the returns made, however, there were 
about eighty pumps mentioned independ- 
ent of bteam engines, twenty locomotives 
used in and about the mines, four steam 
"shovels employed in digging or handling 
ore, eight turbine wheels driving machin- 
ery, and ten air compressors worked bj 
water power. 


Of course the application of steam ai.c! 


compressed air m the iron mines has verj 
laigely reduced the number of animals 
employed in and about the mines, and it is 
to be remarked that Michigan, on account 
of its numerous deep mines, and as the 
largest producer of iron ore, stands at the 
head of these data of machinery and power 
—New York Sun.

Lightning Stroke. 


The possibilities of lightning stroke are 


admirably summed up by Dr. J. L. Sulh- 
vnn, of Maiden, in a paper before the 
VIedi co-Legal 
society.' in these words. 


'Lightning may heal as well as harm; it 
may abolish sight, hearing and the power 
of voluntary motion, or it may restore the 
ost senses and cure paralysis. 
It may 


strip the body naked and consume the 
:lothing, while thej wearer escapes un- 
lurt, or it may consume the individual 
and leave his garments untouched. One 
jerson who is fatally struck may be 
juried violently to a distance, while hn 
other is left in the precise attitude and 
spot in which death surprised him. One 
case mav ncef-on*. -^at*.**n-iiu« anatomical 
changes, such as amputation of limBi, 
rupture of the heart, fracture of the bones 
while in another cat,e no injury will be de- 
tec ted. 


"One autopsy will reveal softening of 


bony stiucluies, collapse of the Inngs, 
etc., while another will present precisely 
opposite conditions. One thunder stricken 
corpse may undergo rapid putrefaction 
while another will remain for days un 
changed 
There may be sudden burning 


of the body, or it may be consumed slowly, 
as if by spontaneous combustion, and only 
gradually be reduced to ashes. Lastly, tlie 
immediate disappearance of the stricken 
person may occur without leaving a trace 
of his body or uny of its parts, thus sum- 
marily relieving the medical examiner of 
further responsibility."

Sunday in Advent, 1825, hearing the of- 
ficiating clergyman at St. Mary Wooliioth 
give out sonorously, when reading the fust 
lesson, "like a lodge ma garden of cow- 
cumbers," and my dear old rectoi, Julius 
Charles Hare, twenty years later, adopted 
the same pronunciation, saying at table, 
"Obleege by passing the cowcumber." 
"Vilets," as a dissyllable for violets, was 
equally common among people of good 
education.—Notes and Queries.

Tho launch of a modern vessel docs not 


differ materially from ono of oleler days 
except in detail and enlarged responsi- 
bility. H is now a question of mathemat- 
ics rather thah of personal expeiiejnce. It 
is now a matter of applied science and not 
one of fortunate guesswork 
The con- 


structor in these days does not fix the scale 
of the incline-d plane down which the ves- 
sel will glide by his experience in such 
matters; does not smear the tallow on the 
ways until it seems to be enough; does not 
adjust tho size of the ways to suit his 
fancy. Vessels that cost from 91,000,000 to 
S3,000,000 are too valuable for tho running 
of large risks, and hence tho ceiuation, the 
formula, the methoels of applied mathe- 
matics, lui\e bupplanted old time ways of 
trusting to indivielual judgrmout and ^uud 
luck. 


a-Uvoo things mo absolutely necessary In 


launching a vessel in tidal waters—tho 
launch must take place on time, must be 
of moderate speed, and all straining of the 
vessel must bo avoided. It is in this last 
particular that the greatest responsibility 
rests nowadays. A wooden vessel may be 
subjected to a great strain, her seams may 
open and, as a naval constructor recently 
put it, "aha may almost be stood on her 
head" and yet escape scrioifs damage in 
launching-. Tho beams will close again 
and the timbers and planks adjust them 
selves. Not bo with iiorf/or steel vessels 
If the plates are btiamefl, the rivets bent 
2Vjl™ken, tho injury is permanent and a 


Preparations for a launch are begun De- 


fore the keel 13 laid. The incline o£ the 
piano has first to bo figured out. It gen- 
erally varies from one-half inch LO one inch 
to the foot. Vessels of a large tonnage 
have less inclination than smaller ones. 
Tho City of Paris had only one-half an inch 
inclination when she was launched. The 
cruiser Columbia, so long known its the 
Pirate, and recently launched at Cramp's 
shipyard in Philadelphia, glided into the 
. ~./.,i .ti, an inclination of thirteen oiw 
teentbs of an Inch to the foot. She went 
down the. ways likearacehorse. Mr. Nixon, 
the constructing engineer of tho Cramps, 
planneel 10 have her in the water in thirty 
seconds after she started. She made it in 
twenty-nine. More vessels are launched 
lit an inclination of three-quarters of an 
inch to the Coot, however, than at any other 
plane. 


The ways, as is generally known, con- 


sist of twe> pnils, the ways proper and the 
cradle. The ways proper aie stationary 
and firmly fastened to the ground. The 
cradle rests on top of tho ways and up 
against the T essel and slides into the water 
with the ship. Between tfltj ways proper 
and the cradle the tallow IB smeared. This 
is generally spread five-eighths of an inch 
thick and must be of the highest grade 
That used by tho Cramps 15 made in Phil 
adelphla and costs from seven to eight 
cents a pound. About 11,000 pounds was 
used in the launching of the Pirate. It is 
heated in big kettles in the fahipyard und 
spieael ou by hand. In tho case of the 
Pirate the weather was so warm that there 
was serious danger that the tallow would 
melt and run away.

so far as to sit up nights with the mixture 
to watch the effect of the weather on it. 
The stearme hardened the tallow and tho 
launch was successful. 


Perhaps the most important element to 


be consielereel in the launch of today is the 
buoyancy of the water anel its effect on 
that part of the vessel which is still on the 
stocks after probably one-half of the vessel 
is in the water. Recently ooe of the new 
English battleships of the H,000-ton class 
was wrecked at her launch. The buoyancy 
of the water lifted her up at the heels and 
threw her immense weight forward ou her 
shoulders, crushing the frames and the 
launching ways, and ruining the boat. 
The modern naval constructor reduces this 
question of buoyancy to a matter of mathe- 
matics at once. He starts with the ques- 
tion of specific gravity of the vessel. If 
there were no water for the ship to slide 
into she would continue in the line of tho 
ways until the center of gravity would get 
over the end of the ways, and then she 
would tilt. But the water keeps her from 
dropping down and holds the vessel in the 
line of the ways. This water is the safety 
valve of the launch, but it must not be too 
safe. 
While the moment of buoyancy 


must always be greater than the moment 
of weight, it must not be so much greater 
as to throw a terrible pressure on the for- 
ward end of the-vessel and wreck it. 


Having arrangeel all these things, a elay 


and an hour are set for the launch, the 
time of the high tide being the chief factor 
to be cousidereel. Most of the props are 
taken down and the vessel rests on the keel 
blocks anel one or two sets of stocks at the 
sides. The ways and cradle have been fixed 
in place, and wedges have been adjusted 
above the cradle and under the poppet 
blocks on which she rests. A battering 
ram consists of four men to a piece of stout 
timber. These four men take care of four 
wedges. The signal is given and an im- 
mense clatter begins as the men drive 
home the wedges for five minutes. The 
vessel is lifted just clear of the keel blocks 
and now rests on the ways. Alternate keel 
blocks are now knocked away, beginning 
at the stern. Another "wedging up" fol- 
lows, and then all the props at the sides 
are removed. 


After a rest the third wedging comes, 


end then all the keel blocks are knocked 
down, the word is given, and the planks 
that hold the cradle to the ways proper at 
the bow are sawed off, and the vessel starts 
down to the water. This is the supreme 
moment in the shipbuilder's career. In 
thirty seconds all the responsibility of his 
past and his future is crowded upon him. 
Those who know the intense strain that 
rested on Mr. Nixon at the launch of the 
New York, the gayest occasion in ship- 
building this country has ever known, and 
of the Columbia, realized what the big 
sigh meant that he drew when the vessels 
got off safely. Had he been a woman in 
charge of so grave aa occasion he probably 
would have swooned after it passed off sue 
cessf ully. It took about GOO men to launch 
these boats, and their services and the tal- 
low and other preparations brought the 
mechanical cost of the launches up some- 
where near. 83.000 each.—New York gun.

A compilation of the returns for con- 


greBsmengive the Democrats a majority 
over the Republicans in the next house 
of seventy-seven, and over both Republi- 
cans and Third partyites of sixty-nine, 
with eleven districts put in the doubtful 
column. The returns as yet, of course, 
are very incomplete, and changes will 
lave to be made in the figures of each 
side, as the latter reports will probably 
show the defeat of a number of congress- 
men now said to be elected, and vice 
versa. 


The figures, however, clearly indicate 
;hat the next house of representatives 
will be Democratic by a good, large 
working majority, which will doubtless 
inally be found to be somewhere from 
60 to 80. According to the present com- 
pilation, there will be 207 Democrats, 180 
Republicans and 8 Third party men in 
;he next house, with 11 additions yet to 
» made to complete the quota of 356 
members. There were in the last house 
235 Democrats, 88 Republicans and 9 In- 
dependents, or 332 members in all. 


The result is a relative gain for the Re- 


publicans as compared with the tremen- 
lous landslide of two years ago, so that 
the Republicans will need more than 
bwo aisles in the national legislative 
chamber for their members. But though 
the Democrats have lost a number of 
members, as compared with the present 
house, their majority is certainly large 
enough for all practical purposes. The 
strength of the Independents will be 
pretty nearly the same in the next house 
ELS in this.

Dr. D. E. Crawford, of the United 


States commission, recently said : 


We have little doubt now that be- 


fore two more years we shall have 
evolved what 
the seaboard 
public 


has been clamoring for for so many 
years—the boneless shad. 
Of course 


X don't moan n Bhud that is actually 
boneless, but one that will be to all 
intents and purposes as boneless as the 
flounders of this country or the sole of 
England. 


This will have been accomplished by 


the cross breeding of the shad, the 
flounder and a peculiar, edible jellyfish 
which is a staple food among the sea 
coast natives of Japan. 
The commis- 


sion had much difficulty in securing a 
supply of these jellyfishes in a healthy 
living condition, but at last managed 
to bring about 1,100 of them to San 
Francisco and thence to the Cheasa- 
peake bay hatchery in tank cars. They 
liave thrived amazingly, and our ex- 
periments, while at first rather dis- 
couraging, now leave but little doubt 
of turning out successful. 


At fiist the crossing resulted in the 


production of a lot jellyfishes with au 
elaborate outfit of bones, which was 
ust what we didn't want, but time 
and study showed us our mistakes, and 
now we have a few hundred half grown 
shad with less than 18 per cent, as 
many bones as the ordinary sort. Yes, 
as you 'say, science is a remarkable 
thing.
